The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an inflatable cuff comprising 
the combination of a first inflatable bag adapted to be wound around a body portion to 
stop flow of blood in an arterial vessel of the portion, a second inflatable bag located 
inside a downstream-side portion of the first inflatable bag as seen in the direction of 
blood flow in the arterial vessel, having a dimension smaller than the first bag in said 
dimension, and for sensing a pulse wave propagating along the arterial vessel, a fluid- 
filled bag adapted to be located between the second inflatable bag and the body 
portion, and a shield plate located between the first inflatable bag and the second 
inflatable bag, in combination with all of the other limitations of the claims.
